The Associated Advertising Clubs of 
the World, acting In twenty codrdinated 
departmentais and conferences yester- 
day, added a new chapter to the advance 
of honesty in acvertising. 

The 155 newspaper delegates represent- 
ing the newspaper section of the con- 
vention unanimously voted to adopt the 
following standard of practice: 

To make none but true statements 
of circulation. 

To maintain advertising rates as 
published. 

To reject fraudulcnt advertising. 

To oppose free publicity. 

It was decided to form a closer organ- 
ation in the form of a departmental! of 
the A A. C. of W. under the title of the 
“ Newspaper Departmental of the Asso- 
ciated Advertising Clubs of the World,” 
with annua! dues of $10, the membership 
to include both daily and weekly news- 


papers. | | 
Special Committee to Report. 
Chairman William H. Field, who is 
business manager of TH# TRIBUNE, &D- 
pointed a committee composed of J. B. 
Woodward, Chicago Daily News; Ww. 
1. Hynes, Boston Globe, and F. Bt. 
John Richards, St. Louis Globe-Desn- 
ocrat, to act as @ nominating commit- 
tee and to report today. The standard 
of practice was drafted by Frank B. 
Webb, advertising manager of the Balti- 
more News, while the form of constitu- 
tion was drafted by A. E. Chamberlain 
of the Knill Chamberlain Special agency, 
Chicago newspaper representatives. — 
James B. Schermerhorn, publisher of 
the Detroit Times, who strongly favored 
the proceedings, commented on the expe- 
ditious manner in which the constructive 
meeting had been conducted, the results 
f which will give the newspapers repre- 
sentation on the national commission of 
the Associated Advertising Clubs of the 
Worlé. Mr. Schermerhorn declared that 
it is now only a ehort time before all 
newspapers will be forced to subscribe to 
the formulated standard of practice. | 


Sounds Knell of “Fakers.” 


Previous to the passing of the resolu-| 


tions Mr. Field explained that some of 
the larger newspapers (including THE 
TRIBUNE) long have had a similar stand- 
ard of practice in their own business and 
that newspapers as well as advertising 
associations and industrial concerns 
generally should follow the same course 
The result of yesterday's action is expect- 
ed to be consternation in the ranks of 
quacks and fakers who have been main- 
taining a precarious foothold tn some of 
the less careful American newspapers. 
Louis Wiley, business manager of the 
New York Times, in an address on ‘ The 
Effect of Advertising Censorship on the 
Cash Drawer’ proved that the news- 
paper publisher who continues to accept 
bad advertising in the light of the stand- 
irds of today is bound to be wrecked like 
the vessel owner who accepts a cargo of 
acid that will cut the bottom out of his 
ship. |

—President Wiison is determined not to 
recede from his contention that Ameri- 


imate business shall not be placed in 
jeopardy by the German submarine war-

Likewise, the president is not to’ be

lized his armies well to the rear, on the 
Brest-Litovsk-Rowno railroad. 

The invasion of Belgium by the Ger- 
mans and of South Poland by the Aus- 
trians evincing the enemy's plan, a Rus- 
sian army advanced from Lublin to Kras- 
nik, and to relieve the French allies, 
caught in the process of mobilization by | 
the German rush through Belgium, Gen. 
Samsonoff was hurried into East Prussia 
from the line of the River Narew, and at 
the same time Gen. Rennenkampf crossed , 
the frontier at Eydkuhnen and won the | 
first battle of the war'at Gumbinnen. 

Now began those intricate and interde- | 
pendent moves which can be followed only | 
by careful reference to the accompany-. 
ing maps. The German general staff, | 
having severely defeated, the French in | 
Alsace-Lorraine and the English army on | 
the Marne, and, as they thought, out | 
flanked the allies at Paris on the full | 
road to another Sedan, quickly withdrew 
six army corps—approximately 250,000 
men—and, with the soldiers already in 
East Prussia, fell upon Samsonoff at 
Tannenburg. 2 


Germans Shift 250,000 Soldiers. 

At the same instant the Austrians at- 
tempted to use Napoleonic strategy on 
the Galician frontier. Leaving a covering 
force on the Gnila-Lipa river to hold back 
the Russian army advancing from Tarno- 
pol, the bulk of the Austrians struck 
the Russians at Krasnik and threw them 
back in confusion upon Lublin. 

Samsonoff with four corps was far 
ahead of Rennenkampf with three and 
one-half corps more and was completely 
overwhelmed on the twenty-eighth day of 
August. 

Samsonoff destroyed, and the army of 
Krasnik seriously repulsed, the grand 
duke took the heroic resolve which turned 
an impending catastrophe into substan- 
tial success.

Attempt to Catch Rennenkampf. | 
In the meantime Gen. Rennenkampf, 
oblivious of Samsonoff’s defeat, had ad~- 
yanced beyond Kéinigsberg. Upon him 
Hindenburg turned the victorious army 
of Tanmenburg, and, passing four corps 
through the Mazurian lakes region, en- 
deavored to pin Rennenkampf against the 
Baltic sea.

and harder at the gates of Dunkirk and 
Calais. : 

England found difficulty in keeping her 
expeditionary force up to its original 
number.

A DISCUSSION OF ALCOHOL. 

f Tus Tuinune ig reminded by G. F. Rinehart, 

superintendent of the Dry Uhicago federation, that 
there is no inherent demand in man for aleokol; that 
aggressive and vigorous peoples do nvt conspme alco- 
hol; that the use of it, ne matter bow general or 
how long continued in the histury of the human 
race, is fundamentally an error; that thousands of 
errors have persisted in the world; that slavery, 
piracy, avd polygamy were habits long continued, 
aud that there is no consistency in condemning 
spirituous liquors and praising wines and brews. 

We do not condemn spirits. They condemn them- 
selves. ‘They permit no possibility of an argument 
for them. We do not praise wines and beer. We 
merely raise the speculative question regarding them, 
confess in advance that there would be no doubt in 
the mind of a. prohibitionist—as Mr. Rinebart's 
letter proves—and suggest that the restriction of 
the sale of intoxicants to light wines and beers would 
be an interesting experiment. | | 

The issue does not admit dogmatism on the side 
- of moderation, even if it be thought to admit it on 
the side of prohibition. We suggested that there 
" was something in the universality and continulty of 
the habit of using alcoholic beverages that might 
indicate it to be other than a dominating error. Mr. 
Rinehart thinks not. He thinks that the habit of 
drinking, like the feminine habit of using feathers 
and paint, “was handed down through the ages 
from the savages among whom it was born.” A 
defender of the habit might use this same argument 
to serve his turn and to prove that there was an 
instinct in the primitive races which led to the 
discovery of methods of fermenting grains, vege- 
tables, or fruit, and that this instinct has survived 

because it was useful. | 

It used to be a dietum of philosophy that nothing 
which was wholly error persisted. Alcohol undoyubt- 
edly is—to use a convenient word—a poison, whether 
it be in whisky, gin, clarét, or beer. There is poison 
in coffee and pvison in tea, and persons who make 
immoderate use of either will suffer from the conse- 
quences, physicai rather than the moral, mental, and 
physical resulting from alcoholic poisoning. 

; What is there in the human scheme of things 
which makes addiction to stimulant general, if not 
universal? Is this based not only on a@ craving 
for stimulant but on an occasional need of stimulant? 
The questions propose themselves to any inquiring 
mind and unless the answer be the dagmatic no of 
the convinced opponent of stimulant of all kinds 
the specu.ation remains not convincingly resolved. 
- Mr. Riuehart's specification of habits which pre- 
vailed for a time in hvman history 1s not satis- 
factory. Tiracy, we think, he will dismiss upon 
reflection. Lolygamy, he will find, has not been 
the habit in sex relations but the exception, usually 
based on economic conditions. Slavery he will not 
consider as a habit but as another product of eco- 
nomics, destroyed by what created it—foree. 

The strong races of the worid have been addicted 
to the use of alcohol We know they were not 
strong because thcy used it, but the speculation 
arises whether the conditions which made them 
strong did not have in them the impulse which led 
off in the direction of aleohol. 

Mr. Rinehart mentions the Icelanders as the most 
temperate people on the gl be and suggests that the 
conditions of their life are hard and demand vigor. 
They do not drink. Hence drink does not appeal 
more to the vigoroug races. This suggestion will 
yield to the thought that Iceland is peopled by pre- 
ciseiy the noncreative, the nonaggressive folk who 
furnish the contrast with such as the English in 
their day, the Germans in their day, etc. | 

These are mere speculations which oceur when 
the whole aubjeet of alcohol is considered. We he- 
lieve that humanity would be better off if i: never 
had made acquaintance with any stimulating poisons. 
That belief prevails because the wreckage that alco- 
hol makes can be seen, but it does not clear away 
the fact that the peoples to whom the world owes 
the most progress have been drinking peoples. 

The world did not progress under them because 
they drank but something in their composition and 
in their struggle towatds achievement seemingly 
made the use of alcohol a part of their habit of life. 

This haw been the case, The question then is, 
will it continue to be the case, and, if so, sumptuary 
legislation which restricted the habit to its least 
offensive and damaging forms would be wise legis- 
lation. That ie a subject for speculation or for 
dogmatism, according to the temperament of the 
person considering it. | | 


THE NEXT WARNING IN MEXICO. 

The Mexican hodge-podge seldom yields anything 
of & consistent nature, but Mr. ‘Gibbons, Tup TRIb- 
UNB correspondent, has made one undisputed contri- 
bution which is obvious enough to recommend itself. 
Unless the 5,000 American business men who are 
still in Mexico are forewarned in the event of 
setual armed intervention we in the United States 
will be treated to a warfare of frightfulness limited 
only by the inflamed Mexican imagination. 

If any of ug have been under the impression that 
there is any love in the Mexican heart for the 
American we have had a timely warning, indeed. 
Carranza and Villa, it must be remembered, are the 
representatives of a Latin disposition that hates 
wenuinely apd suayely, expecially when playing for 
recognition. The Mexicans have never forgotten 
Texas and the exploitation of the “ American hog” 
any more than the French forgot Alsace-Lorraine. 
Onee remove the diplomatic hate-check by deciding 
upon armed intervention to quell the Yaqui Indians 
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or for the distribution of Red Cross succor and our 


men will feel the full force of the “ gringo hate.” 
It ig not time to quarrel with the Americans who 
have remained in Mexico despite warnings. It is 
enough if we put ourselves in their places. Bvery- 
thing they have accumulated in a course of years 
is in Mexico, Mexico is their home. That they have 
decided to stand by their businesses until absolutely 
sure that it means desth to remain longer is not 
enough to warrant any carelessness on our part. 
As Mr. Gibbons has pointed out, the sityation re 
quires more than another sweeping warning notify- 
ing Americans to leave, that the republic is in a 
state of warfare, and that those who remain do 
so at their own risk. The state department, right- 
fully or wrongfully, hes cried wolf a6 many times 
that our men have decided to stay until assured of 
armed intervention, which will fan the Mexican 
fury into action.

THE NATION IS STILL SUPREME. 

That the Supreme court of the United States 
finds itself unanimous against the “ grandfather 
clause” is not or ought net te be surprising. A 
contrary decision or even @ divided opinion would 
have shaken profoundly the confidence of thinking 
men in the efficacy of courts and in the reality of 
institutions. 

The “grandfather clause” was a notorious at- 
tempt by @ legislative power, under our constitu- 
tional system inferior, to overrule the policy not 
only of a superior legislative power but of the na- 
tion itself. It was an attempt by e mere form of 
words to make a part mightier than the whole. 

If the fifteenth amendment could be nullified ip 
fact by a state law establishing a rule or policy 
incompatible with ita object the state would ba 
supreme over the nation and eur vaunted constitu 
tional system a fiction. 

The American people have not realized how 
critical and how subtly demoralizing the situation 
created by the legal attempts to meet the dangers 
of negro domination in the south have been. That 


evil. The evil lay, however, not in immediate re- 
sults, which were in some degree good, but in ulti- 
mate effects upon our constitutional system and 
upon our national] attitude toward our laws and 
institutions. 
For the time being public thought in the north 
as well as in the south has been preoccupied rather 
by the dangers inherent in the precipitate and pre- 
mature enfranchisement of millions of men sud- 
denly released from slavery than by thesdangers 
involved in methods of avoiding the certain con- 
sequences of such enfranchisement. If our states- 
men were so little regardful of the responsibilities 
of democratic citizenship and of unlimited franchise 
as to place the ballot in the hands of men who not 
only had not been prepared to wield its enormous 
power with intelligence, but for generations had 
been subjected to positive influencés which unfitted 
them for its use, surely it, is not unnatural that the 
people should not possess the statesmanship neces- 
sary to look beyond immediate facts to ultimate 
results. 
The whole course of our dealing with the problem 
of negro slavery offers Americans material for 
prayerful, meditation: and national self-searching. 
For generations the nation whose charter was the 
declaration of independence, while proclaiming its 
sanctified generalities with unabating enthusiasm, 
obeyed laws of material self-interest and shut its 
ears to the shrieking inconsistency of principle and 
practice. In the land of the free millions were 
slaves, in the home of the braye few would face 
the sorry truth. 
And even when political and economic interests 
gave to woral protest a weight it could not win 
from our consciences and the “irresistible con- 
flict’ could no longer be resisted we won so little 
wisdom, vo little gravity of thought, so little senee 
of realities from its long anguish that we were still 
capable of committing the monstrous folly of 
thrusting the slave into the blinding light of freedom 
with the two edged sword of the franchise in his 
unready hand. 7 
Once again principle and fact, theory and condi- 
tion confronted each other in inevitable hostility 
and again fact ruled and theory turned its head 
politely away. The negro never was enfranchised 
in the south, after a short period, but instead of 
facing that truth and the conditions supporting it, 
we have preferred to shut our eyes to them in or- 
der not to see the violence done to our theory under 
the necessity of coping with realities. 
When this opposition took a define legal form 
and thus challenged essential principles at the heart 
of our whole constitutional fabric, it had to be met 
and the Supreme court, its voice the more emphatic 
for being that of a southerner, has been obliged to 
hold that the constitution of this republie is in fact 
supreme, the law of the land. and not to he evaded 
by statutory indirections or the juggling of phrases. 
Thus we are brought back to the existence of the 
fifteenth amendment and to the great problem its 
authors foolishly thought could be solved by words. 
But underlying this situation there is a problem 
of the national mind which affects all our problems, 
We indulge ourselves in a theoretical altruism for 
which we are seldom willing to pay. We pamper 
ourselves with an optimism which we will not | 
permit to. be challenged by uncomfortable facts, wa 
insist upon wrapping our sentimentals in the pink 
cotton of a perverted idealism, perverted though 
not so insincere as it seems often to be when put 
to the strain of sacrifice. 
Americans are in action fairly decisive and pra?- 
tically efficient. But our thought is shallow anJ 
governed by untested preconceptions. The fartu- 
nate circumstances of our history and situation 
have bred in us a juvenile optimism which, Pleasant 
and even useful as it often may he. must some day 
leave us naked before unforeseen disaster.

The goitera for which good judgment ts 
required, if the ship is to he properly 
steered, are what is known as toxic gol- 
ters. In the toxic goiter cases the sub- 
jects are nervous and flighty. The heart 
palpitates, races a while, and then pounds 
hard and slowly. The hand trembles. 
Breathing is shallow. In some of the 
cases, maybe half of them, the eyes bulge 
out and much of the white of the eyeball 
shows. The superficial observer sees the: 
bulging eyes easily. It ig for this reason 
that the name exoptha!mic goiter is given 
to this disease. Some cages in which the 
eyes bulge do not show the other signs 
of poisoning. 
The essential signs of thyroid poisoning 
are the mental excitability, nervousness, 
the tremor of the hands, the nervous 
heart, the nervous digestive organs, end 
the bulging of the eyes.

It has little food 
value. It is not in the same clasg with potatoes, 
apineach, eranges, and apples. If there is no 
reason for using asparagus the reasons for not 
using it need not be overstrong. The reasons 
why ® young ¢hild shoukd not eat asparagus 
are thease: 

There ie usually a good deal of fiber, and 
fiber sometimes disagrees with babies. Aspar- 
ague contains agparagin, « drug which it may 
not be well for baby to get even In small quan- 
tities, A sulphur compound in asparague ts 
acted upon in the intestines to make an odor- 
iferous substance, which is excreted by the kid- 
neys. This substance may not be of advantage 
in baby’s economy. While these objections are 
not etrong, eaparegue hae no advantages to

King Edward VI., was regent during his 
minority, and was one of the chief pro- 
motere of the reformation in England. 
The forest, some sixteen miles in cir- 
eumference, is held from the crown by 
one of those strange tenures dating back 
to past ages. 

By the terms of the eharter granted by 
Edward VI. the owner of Savernake for- 
est is compelled under the penalty of the 
forfeiture of the estate to sound'a hunting 
horn of that period whenever the gover- 
eign passes through the forest, Thig 
horn, formed of an elephant's tusk with 
& narrow silver mounting, i# nearly three 
feet long. | 
Another custom which: has been pre- 
served by the owners of Savernake for- 
egt ip te provide invariably every royal 
guest with an ivory drinking cup, beaut!- 
fully mounted, for use during the visit, 
and which he or she ig afterwards re- 
quested to carry away as @ memento. 

This practice originated during a visit 
to Sayernake forest by Queen Hlizabeth, 
who invarlably drank fpom an ivory gobr 
let, which she took with her wherever she 
went. To save her this trouble her host 
undertook tq provide her and all the mem- 
bers of the reigning house with t .

the Conqueror by the grant of Jerveauilx 
abbey and other lands of Yorkshire. 

Their representative obtained from 
David I. of Scotland the lordehip of An- 
nandaile and other grants of land in the 
gouth of Scotiand, where the Bruces re- 
mained for nearly a century; while it was 
the eighth of his line, better known as 
Robert the Bruce than by any of hig 
titles, who asserted his claim to the Scot- 
tish throne and was crowned at Scone in 
1306. 

King Robert's only son succeeded him 
as David Il. But as David had no issue 
the royal male line of Bruce ended, 
though continued in the female line. 

For many generations there were two 
Bruce peerages—that of Kincardine and 
that of Kinloss. The Kinloss peerage was 
subsequently transformed into the earl- 
dom of Bigin, and two generations later 
the titles of Bigin and Kincardine were 
merged into one. 

The fourth Ear! of Bigin and of Kincar- 
dine was likewise Earl of Ailesbury, and, 
when he died without issue, his earldom 
of Allesbury passed to his nephew, 
Thomas Brudenel! Bruce, fourth son of 
the Earl of Cardigan, who had married 
his sister. 

The earldom of Alilesbury wag subse- 
quently transformed into w marquisate, 
and on the death of the last Earl of Car- 
digan, the leader of the charge of the 
light brigade at Balaklava, the earldom 
of Cardigan became merged in the mar- 
quisate of Ailesbury.

The father of the present marquis was 
a very clever business man and a great 
brewer. 

He needed al! his business geumen to 
extricate on his accession to the mar- 
quisate the Savernake forest property 
from the chaos into which !t had been 
plunged by his digreputabie nephew and 
Predecessor, the fourth marquis, who 
would have sold Savernake had it not been 
entailed. . 

During the lifetime of this unsavory 
peer, who, by reason of his language and 
manners, was known as the " coster mar- 
quis,” the Savernake estates were under 
the eontrol of the well known London 
usurer, Bam Lewis, who extorted every 
penny that he could from the rental, 
granting an allowance of $10,000 a year 
to the “coster marquis,” who was up to 
his ears In debt. 

His successor had much trouble in re- 
cevering the various heirlooms which 
had been distributed by hie precious 
nephew among his various acquaintances 
or pawned.

pepublle Accepts Terms After 
“Trying” to Bargaln About 
Uitimatum,

PEKING, China, May 18.—Along with 
the ultimatum Mr. Hioki handed to Mr. 
Lu an explanatory note, which was made 
in fact a part of the ultimatum, and 
which throws a strong light upom the 
intention of the Japanese to come back 
to their demands in the fifth group, said: 

“4. With the exception of the question 
of Fukien, to be arranged by an exchange 
of notes, the five articles postponed for 
later negotiation refer to (a) the employ- 
ment of advisers, (b) the establishment 
of schools and hospitals, (c) the railway 
concessions in South China, (d) the supply 
of arms and ammunition and the estab- 
lishment of arsenals, (e) the propagation 
of Buddhism. 

“2. The acceptance by the Chinese gov- 
ernment of the articles relating to Fukien 
may be either in the form as proposed by 
the Japanese minister on April 26 or in 
that contained in the reply of the Chinese 
government of May 1.

JURY CHOSEN TO HEAR 
HARRY THAW SANITY PLEA. 


Large Array of Witnesses on List 


Patroimen William Ryan and Thomas 


t it ad the fire was re- 
They fired at it an New York, June 22.—Harry K. Thaw’s 


seventh attempt to gain freedom since 
his arrest nine years ago for the murder 
of Sanford White was begun here today 
with the selection of a jury to inquire az 
to his sanity. If the jurors decide in his 
favor and Justice Hendrick, presiding 
who has the power to reverse their ver- 
dict, accepts it, Thaw will obtain perma- 
nent release from the Matteawan asylum 
for insane criminals, where he was in- 
carcerated after being acquitted of mur- 
der at his second trial, and from which he 
escaped in 1913. 

The selection of the jury occupled the 
entire day's seasion, but its completion itn 
one day was regarded as rapid progress 
when compared with the time it took to fil! 
the jury box onthe two previous occasions 
on which Thaw has faced a jury. Tomor- 
row John B. Stanchfield, bis attorney, will 
outline his case and the taking of teati- 
mony will begin. Thaw has about fifty 
witnesses, including a number of alienists, 
to prove that he is now sane anj entitled 
to his freedom and the state also has a 
large number. Among the latter prob- 
ably will be William Travers Jerome, 
Thaw’'s prosecutor at his previous trials. 
Thaw sa.d after the jury was completed 
that he was entirely satisfied with it. 

“ They are an intelligent body of men,” 
he said, “ and I will have little difficulty 
in convincing them that I am as sane as 
they are.” 

Although Thaw sat at the counsel table, 
he took small part in picking his jurors, 
On only one occasion did he overrule the 
opinion of his counsel and cause the chal- 
lenge of a talesman. He appeared to be 
in high spirits and frequently joked with 
newspaper men aitting near by. Crowds 
thronged the corridors of the courtroém, 
but were told that no spectaors would be 
admitted during the selection of the jury.

MAY ESPECIALLY GOOD. 


earnings for May was the most cheering 
information that has appeared for 
months. The gain in both gross and net 
served to stimulate the market for rail- 

.yoad shares and for the time being at 
jeast called attention to the possibilities 
in the railroad situation. 

Baltimore and Ohio earnings for May 
goowed gross of $8,276,206, being an in- 
crease of $554,166, or 7 per cent. The 
gain in net for the month was over $1,- 
250,000, or 66 per cent. A large part of 
the latter gain was due to a decrease of 
12 per cent in operating charges. 

For the first eleven months of the fiscal 
year the road has fallen behind over $8,- 
000,000, so that the May figures afford 
a gratifying contrast with the average 
the previous months. 


Operating Expenses Held Down. 

Throughout the fiscal year to date, 
operating expenses have been held down 
so that although gross decreased §8,000,- 
000 in eleven months there was an in- 
crease of $1,410,724 in net, or a 7 per cent 
gain for the period. | 

Erie issues responded favorably to the 
Baltimore and Ohio showing. Erie's lat- 
est figures, those for April, showed, how- 
ever, a small gain, $149,826 in gross for 
the month. But this was more than con- 
sumed in operating expenses, which in- 
ereased over $500,000, so that Erie’s net 
for April showed a loss of $379,605. The 
encouraging feature, however, was the 
gain in gross. It isassumed that with the 
expenditures which have been made on 
the property in the last twelve years, the

Zine Company Melon. 

The New Jersey Zinc company has de- 
cided to increase its capital stock from 
$10,000,000 to $35,000,000 and give the in- 
erease aS a stock dividend to the share- 
holders. This is equal to 250 per cent. 
The stock was reported at $830 a share bid, 
an advance of $120 a share in the last 
week. The price of zinc, or spelter, as 
the unmanufactured metal is known, has 
risen from 6 cents per pound to 20 cents 

Stockholders of the company will meet 
on — 7 to ratify the increase in the 
stock, 


Street Railway Strike Loss. 
The two and a half days’ strike on the 
lacal surface and elevated lines is esti- 
mated roundly to have cost the street 
railway a loss in gross of about $300,000. 
Of this the elevated lost about $75,000. 
The net loss will be relatively small, 
since while there was a loss in gross there 
were ho transportation charges. It is 
probable, however, that considerable traf- 
fic has been diverted to the steam roads 
and will be some time in returning to the 
street railways.
